FIRST DISPATCH. 
Manilla, May i.— Squadron 
arrived at Manilla at daybreak 
this morning;. Immediately en- 
gaged the enemy and destroyed 
the following Spanish Teasels : 
Reina Christina, Castilla, Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, Isla de Lu- 
zon, Isl > de Cuba, General Lezo, 
Marquis de Duero, Correo, Ve- 
lasco, Isla de Mindanao, a trans- 
port and a water battery at Ca- 
vite. The squadron is unin- 
jured and only a few men are 
slightly wounded. Only means 
of telegraphing is to American 
consul at Hongkong. I shall 
communicate with him.

SECOND DISPATCH. 
Cavite, May 4.— I have taken 
possession of naval station at 
Cavite, Philippine islands, and 
destroyed the fortifications. 
Have destroyed fortification at 
bay entrance, paroling the gar- 
rison. I control the bay com- 
pletely and can take the city at 
any time. The squadron is in 
excel ent health and spirits. 
The Spanish loss is not fully 
known, but is very heavy. One ■ 
hundred and fifty were killed, 
including captain, on the Reina 
Christina alone. I am assisting ! 
in protecting Spanish sick and 
wounded. Two hundred and 
fifty sick and wounded in hos- 
pital within our lines. Much ex- 1 
citement at Manilla. Will pro- 
tect foreign residents.

Commodore Dewey arrived off Ma- 
nilla bay Saturday night, April 80. and 
decided to enter the bay at once. With 
all Its lights <>ut the squadron steamed 
Into Bocagrande, with crews at 



This was the order of the 
which was kept during the whole time 
of the first battle: Tho flagship Olym- 
pla, th. Mcculloch, the Baltimore, th« 
Raleigh, the Petrel, the Concord, the 
Boston. 

It was Just I o'clock, a bright moon- 
light night But the flagship passed 
Corregldor Island without a sign being 
given that the Spaniards were aware 
of its approach. Not until the flag- 
ship was a mile beyond Corregldor 
was u gun fired. 

Then one heavy shot went scream- 
ing over the Raleigh and another at 
the Olympla. followed by a second, 
which fell farther astern. 

The Raleigh, the Concord and the 
Boston replied, the Concord's shells 
exploding apparently exactly Inside 
the shore battery, which flred no more. 

Our squadron slowed down to barely 
steerage way and the men were al- 
lowed to sleep alongside their guns. 

Commodore Dewey had timed our 
arrival so that we were within live 
miles of the city of Manilla at day- 
break. 

We then sighted the Spanish squad- 
ron. Rear Admiral Montejo command- 
ing, off Cavite. Here the Spaniards 
had a well equipped navy yard called 
Cavite Arsenal. 

Admiral Montejo's flag was flying 

i the 3,600-ton protected cruiser 
Reina Christina. The protected cruis- 
er Castilla. of 3.200 tons, was moored 
ahead, and astern to tho port battery, 
and to seaward were the cruisers Don 
Juan de Austria, Don Antonio de Ul- 
loa, Isla de Cuba, Isla de Luton, 
Qulroe, Marquis de Duero and Gen- 
eral Leso. These ships and the flag- 
ship remained under way during most 
of the action. 

With the United States flag flying 
at all their mastheads our ships moved

guns powerful enough to send a shell 
over us at a distance of Ave miles. 

The Concord's guns boomed out a 
reply to these batteries with two shots. 
No more were flred because Commo- 
dore Dewey could not engage with 
these batteries without sending death 
and destruction Into the crowded city. 

As we neared Cavite twe very pow- 
erful submarine mines were exploded 
ahead of the flagship. This was six 
minutes past 5 o'clock. 

The Spaniards evidently had mis- 
Judged our position. Immense vol- 
umes of water were thrown hist In 
air by these destroyers, but no harm 



bay. wnere be had his first experience 
with torpedoes. Not knowing how 
many more there might be ahead be 
still kept on without faltering. 

No other mines exploded, however, 
and It Is believed the Spaniards had 
only these two In place. 

Only a few moments later the shore 
battery at Cavite Point sent over the 
flagship a shot that nearly hit the bat 
tery in Manilla, bat soon the guns got 
a better range and the shells began 
to strike near us or buret close aboard 
from both the batteries and the Span- 
ish vessels.

Commodore Dewey, his 
Chief Staff Commander I-amlierttm 
and aid, with Executive Officer Lieu- 
tenant Rees and Navigator Lieutenant 
Calkins, who conned ship most ad- 
mirably, were on the forward bridge. 
Captain Oridley was in the conning 
tower, as it was thought unsafe to

"You may fire when ready, Oridley," 
■aid the commodore, and at 41 min- 
utes past 6 o'clock, at a distance of 
1.500 yards, the starboard 8-Inch 
In the forward turret roared forth a 
compliment to the Spanish forts. 

Presently similar guns from the Bal- 
timore and Boston sent 250-pound 
■hells hurltlng toward the Castilla 
and the Reina Christina for accuracy. 

The Spaniards seemed encouraged 
to fire faster, knowing exactly our dis- 
tance, while we had to guess their*.

The piercing scream of shot was 
varied often by the bursting of time 
fuse shells, fragments of which would 
lash the water like shrapnel or cut

The Spanln-ds replied very slowly and 
the romiruHlore"sip;nalled the Raleigh, 
the Boston, the Concord snd the Pe- 
trel to go Into the Inner harbor and 
destroy all the enemy's ships. 

By her light draught the little Pe- 
trel was enabled to move within 1.000 
yards. Here, firing swiftly but accu- 
rately, she commanded everything 
still flying the Spanish flag. 

Other ships were also doing their 
whole duty and soon not one red and 
yellow ensign remained aloft, except 
-1 a battery up the coast. 

The Spanish flagship and the Cas- 
tilla had long been burning fiercely, 
and the last vessel to be abandoned 
was the Don de Ulloa. which lurched 
over and sank. 

Then the Spanish flag on the arsenal 
staff was hauled down, and at half- 
past 12 o'clock a white flag was hoist- 
ed there. Signal was made to the Pe- 
trel to destroy all the vessels In the 
inner karhor. and Lieutenant Hughes, 
with an armed boat's crew, set fire to 
the Don Juan de Austria, the Marquis 
du Ero, the Isla de Cuba and the Cor- 
reo. 

The large transport Manilla and 
many tug boats and small craft fell 
Into our hands. "Capture or destroy 
Spanish squadron." were Dewey's or- 
ders. Never were Inatructlons more 
effectually carried out. Within seven 
hours after arriving on the scene of 
action nothing remained to be done.

Washington, Miiy 9 — Cuba is to be 
Invaded at once.

Excitement has been the order of the 
day in the wheat market, prices recently 
touching the highest level in ten years. 
The contract grade deliverable in Chica- 
go any time during May advanced swift- 
ly last week to *1.25 per bushel before 
there was any show of reaction ; July 
(new crop delivery) meanwhile getting 
to 96c. At the opening of last month, 
May delivery was selling a little above a 
dollar and July close to 85c. Thespecu- 
lative grade of wheat sold during the 
first week of May a year ago at (i9@71c 
To find quotations exceeding the high 
point first named it is necessary to go 
back to the fall of '9H, when a corner 
successfully conducted by B. P. Hutch- 
inson forced the price temporarily to 2 
per bu , but only an insignificant quanti' 
ty changed hands at that figure, the 
market speedily reacting to a level I 
little better than a dollar. Following 
the short crop of '81 wheat sold all the 
fall and winter at a high racge of 1 20® 
1 40 per bu. The highest price paid for 
Chicago wheat in the last 40 years, 
according to the Trade Bulletin, 2 95, 
touched in May, '97. During the civil 
war wheat sold as low as 55c in 'ttl soon 
after the broking out of hostilities, and 
aa high as 1 -U in '04.
